Ins been mode in the negotiutions which 
arose out of the Chengta ard Kucheng 
riots; and it nuw becomesnecessary to 
bear in mind constantly tue ultimate 
object of the negotiations, and to avoid 
the danger of being satisfied to stop at 
the first stage of the weariome wrang-” 
lug. The degradation of the Viceroy is 
something to have accomplished, though 
the Chinese as usual do it with the 
worst possible grace and iry their best 
to mako Britain dissatisied with it 
instead of eatisfied. ‘The cecutions at 
Kucheng are not of sufficient importance 
in a comprehensive view of the whole 
quéstion, to have justifiedso much dis- 
puting over them; but they also rank 
as ‘something accomplished, something 
done.’ But executions are mere 
ephemeral incidents, of no permanent 
value in teaching China to reepect her 
promises ond to take timely steps to 
prevent the outrages sho professes tu 
deplore, As we said at tha vory first— 
ond not we alone, but everybody who 
considered the question—there ure twa 
distinct duties to be performed in the 
matter of these outrages; tha first, 
mast pressing duty is thoduty of rotri- 
butive justice, which is as yet far from 
complete; and the second duty, greater 
because it is a permanent duty and 
includes the other as ove of its com- 
ponent parts, is the duty of prevention. 
The beheading of coolies is no preven- 
tion. The punishment of one viceroy is 
but_a small step towards it, Many 
high officials ara tarred with the same 
brush, and more than one must be dealt 
with. -It is proved that the punishment. 
of a single one out.of the mimber makes 
no impression on the rest, Jor at the 
very moment whea the British fleet was 
assembling to overwhelm Lin Ping-

sible prevention of outrage as long as

The hot-bed of 
these iniquities ‘is Hunon, a province 
sadly in need*of the moral influence of 
a naval demonstration, ti overawe the 
hydro-headed Chou Han breed of rep- 
tiles, Itisa pity the Ludin in her at- 
tempt to impress Hunan only managed 
to get as far as. Yochow, for the failure 
to penetrate will only convince the 
Hungnese more than ever that they can- 
not be touched. Ifthe Bek and Tweed 
cannot fo right up, it would not be dif- 
ficr“* to aend a flotilla of. steam-pin- 
nay ¢ ftom the larga squadron now in 
the Yangtse; and it could do no harm, 
but probably o great deal of good, to 
have a fleet of such craft provided for 
the peeeitat patrolling of the upper 
reaches, right into the heart of Hugan, 
They could be built in Shanghai ‘or 
Hongkong at small cost, and would 
constitute a magnificent moral power.
